Mudania, Oct. 9.— Kemaiist legions were within a day's 
march of Constantinople as allied generals met with Ismet 
Pasha in renewed efforts to untangle the Near East prob­ 
lem today. 
In spite of the promise of Ismet, Turkish nationalist repre­ 
sentative, to cease the concentration of troops in the neutral areas, 
the Kemalists surged into the forbidden area. 
Turkish cavalry has reached Shile and Yarmise, both places 
within the neutral zone near the Bosphorus at the right of the 
Sea of Marmora. 
Yarmise is within a day’s march of Constantinople. 
The cavalry is also nearing Karayakobi, which is in the same 
area. 
The concentration in 
the 
neutral 
zone on the west of the Sea of Mar­ 
mora in the vicinity of Chanak is also 
continuing. 
In this 
area 
infantry 
has replaced cavalry, which is taken to 
mean that the T urk s intend to dig 
into and hold their positions. 
The latest allied plan 
of 
peace, 
which includes the immediate with­ 
drawal of the Greeks from Thrace and 
the occupation of that territory by the 
allies for a period of one month after 
which a Turkish civil administration 
will he set up, was presented to Ismqt 
bv 
the 
military 
representatives 
of 
Great Britain. France and Italy. 
The situation was 
somewhat 
re ­ 
lieved when the Greek cabinet in­ 
structed the Greek representatives to 
inform the allies that the government 
would order its nationalists 
out 
of 
Thrace. The Greeks, however, ask for 
two months instead of one to evacu­ 
ate. 


Lloyd George Government May Be 
Overthrown

ernment, next month when the parlia­ 
ment convenes, was announced today 
by opponents of the prime minister.

One hundred dollars for each and 
every shop striker induced to desert 
his union and retu rn to work is the 
bribe offered to strik in g foremen cf 
the Norfolk & Western Railroad, ac­ 
cording to information reaching the 
headquarters of the Internatio nal As­ 
sociation of Machinists. 
Endeavoring to effect a settlement 
with the strikers on an individual ba­ 
sis, the m anagement of the Norfolk 
& Western ha- offered to Its striking 
workers the statu s they enjoyed on 
Ju n e 30, including pass and pension 
privileges and their old rating. 
To foremen are offered 
the 
posi­ 
tions they formerly occupied, with all 
rights intact, if they return to th*- 
shops at once. 
F or every striker th iy 


take with them they are to receive 
$ 1 0 0 . 
IL L. Bronson, assistant to Presi­ 
dent W. H. Johnston, of the 
Machin­ 
ists, declares that this is a final ef­ 
fort on the part of

how to en tertain hor visitors so th a t they wish to . ( turn. 


THERE are times when personal advantage suggests the use 
of certain locations tor purposes that a le not beneficial to the city 
at large; and there are tilings th at are of special value to the city 
as a whole that do not invite the enterprise of individuals. 
T here­ 
fore, when a business man decides to build a building that will se­ 
riously menace the district in which it is built, it is to be expected 
th at citizens will unite in seeking to prevent the erection of such 
a building. 
B ut if in proposing the erection of a building J or p er­ 
sonal advantage, which the business m an hopes will accrue from 
such a project, he has thought of the interests of the city as well 
as his own, and has not seen that his proposed building will work 
any harm to the community, there is every reason to encourage 
such enterprise. 
However, there are eases where the city m ay be made to su f­ 
fer by the erection of buildings which are clearly out of place in 
the location proposed. 
In such cases the city council is well a d ­ 
vised in refusing a perm it to build. 
B rainerd is confronted with a situation at this lin n 1, w here­ 
in those who take the opposite sides claim that a filling station 
erected at the corner of Sixth and Laurel, in the center of the 
business district of the city, and on a much traveled street, either 
will or will not have a bad effect on what are the best interests of 
B rainerd. 
W ith a proper respect for the position taken by those 
who oppose its erection, it nevertheless seems th at there are no 
valid grounds for ie!using the perm it requested. 
T his corner has 
been sadly neglected for many years, during which tim e it has oeen 
one of the most unpleasing prospects of w h at is otherw ise i ■inc 
p a rt of B rainerd. 
The proposed building will rem edy this deject. 
The building is to be of good m aterials, of pleasing design, and so 
illuminated as lo brighten up the part of the city w here it stands. 
Of course it is tru e th at a tilling station calls for the m ove­ 
m ent in and out of automobiles. It is also true th at this is already 
a busy corner. 
B ut tilling stations have been erected on m u c i 
busier corners in other cities, and as B rainerd grow s it is almost 
certain that the time will come when filling stations already erect­ 
ed will be or. streets ju s t as busy then as JSixtll and Laurel streets 
are a t this time. 
As to the site being reserved for a m ore imposing structure. 
Ii has been neglected for many years and there are no indications 
th a t either now or in the immediate future anyone intends to 
utilize it in this way. 
In planning ail oil station for the co in er 
th e proponent of the plan has suggested a real im provem ent to 
th a t corner to be m ade a t once. 
It m ay be said th a t iii the course of a few years, w ith the 
development of the city, there would be a dem and for the site for 
the purpose of building thereon a building of two or three stories 
that would be an imposing addition to the buildings of Brainerd. 
Such a prediction undoubtedly is well founded, but there is no 
reason in it to r allowing the corner to rem ain as it is, and has been 
fo r m any years, while aw aiting this development. 
The tilling s ta ­ 
tion will be built at once, and when the future has m ade a strong 
c^ll for the ground, we may sec in B rainerd, w hat is continually 
happening in other cities, a sin ill building torn down to m ake a 
place for a larger and more modern structure. 
But to hold ground 
idle while aw aiting such developments would tend to hindering 
the developments hoped for. 
Ii this site w ere in dem and for 
oilier and better purposes, its use for the purpose proposed might 
be opposed w ith good reason, bu; tin' use to which it is to be put, 
it this proposal is accepted, will result iii a real im provem ent over 
the conditions th at at present obtain.
